only a few thousand yards from 
the airport.

The airlnier left Newark, N. J., 
ctrly last night for Atlanta.

put into Richmond and took off 
again about 12:30 a. m. inheavy 
weather. 
The ceiling at the air- 
port was fluctuating between zero 
and 200 feet and, visibility was 
one mile when she* took off.
